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INTRODUCTION 



THIS is a story that must be told, no matter how shocking or 
brutal it may be. It must be told over and over, and never 
forgotten. 

Only part of this story has been told elsewhere. A great many 
persons do not want all of it to be told. It is charitable to suppose 
some of these may have good intentions, but there can be no 
doubt that many have only selfish reasons : for if the story is not 
told now, and if it is not thoroughly understood and remembered 
constantly, then the men who conspired against humanity to 
make this story will escape the consequences of their crime— the 
most evil crime ever committed in all the world's history. 

If a story similar to this one had been written down and under- 
stood and remembered after the defeat of Germany in 1918, if 
it had been impressed upon all the people of the United States 
and the decent peoples elsewhere, some twenty-five million lives 
might have been saved. 

Those twenty-five million were not the combatants who fell 
in the military war in Europe. They were not soldiers. Nor did 
they die because they were in places within the firing lines or in 
the cities or towns bombed by air forces. Nor did they die from 
those usual accompaniments of war— pestilence and incidental 
starvation. 

They died of mass torture and murder. They were killed sim- 
ply because they were people— men, women, children, aged, infirm, 
Protestant, Jew, Catholic, agnostic, white, black, brown, con- 
servative, liberal, rich, poor: there was no distinction between 
them if they were among any people which a self-appointed Mas- 
ter Race had decided should not exist henceforth anywhere on 
this earth. They were grist in the mills of the gods of a new 
ideology. 

"Out of sight, out of mind," one of the oldest adages, is a subtle 
commentary on public opinion. The normal human mind seeks 
to void the unpleasant; it resists ugly pictures, figurative or literal, 
and if they are forced upon it, wants to forget them quickly. This 
fact may yet enable a group of the worst murderers and criminals

the world has ever known to escape their due. As the European 
war recedes further into the background, the minds of many in 
this country are closing— if, indeed, they were ever open— to the 
significance of the stories that came from Belsen and Buchenwald 
and Weimar and Gardelengen and Dachau only a few weeks ago. 
They have closed their eyes to the pictures those names should 
imprint upon human memory forever. In doing so, they are assist- 
ing in the defeat of justice. 

For unless it is clearly understood by the largest possible 
number of persons, that Belsen and Buchenwald were but part 
of a studied, monstrous plan, the victory that has already cost 
more than a million American casualties and billions in irreplace- 
able treasure, may yet prove futile and empty, and a preliminary 
to a greater and bloodier war in which we may be the losers. 

This cannot be repeated too often and emphasized too much : 
Belsen and Dachau and Gardelengen, to name only a few of the 
murder factories, were part of a well formulated plan of destruc- 
tion of entire races of people to the end that there should be one 
and only one people in Europe above the condition of absolute 
slavery. 

It may be difficult for some to comprehend this. That is an 
awful thing about the conspiracy that cost 25,000,000 lives, plus 
all the soldiers killed in the European war : it is so audacious, so 
cruel, so medieval, so alien to ordinary human thought, as to be 
almost incomprehensible and incredible to decent, orderly 
peoples. 

So it must be repeated and underscored. 25,000,000 persons 
were tortured, maimed, emasculated, driven mad, murdered, in 
Europe in pursuance of the designs of a Master Race to overpower 
all other races— a plan that may yet succeed if the world does 
not fully realize the danger of it. 

The trial and punishment of a few assorted Hitlers, Goerings, 
Ribbentrops, will not end the danger. The conspiracy antedates 
them; they were only passing agents of it. The record is clear to 
all who will read it. The master instructors of German militarism 
long ago began preaching the extension of warfare to whole popu- 
lations. They advocated mass destructions of people as part of a 
philosophy succinctly stated by their military mentor, Von Bern- 
hardt in his book, Our Future: "For us there are two alternatives 
and no third— world dominion or ruin."

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How to accomplish world dominion has preoccupied the most 
influential school of German philosophy for three generations- 
there are volumes of testimony about this in libraries everywhere. 

The philosophy began to coalesce in World War I and after 
that war, as Germany prepared for the next one methodically, the 
philosophy was stated clearly for the Germans who would be the 
soldiers in it : It is a fundamental error, this doctrine held, to make 
a distinction between soldiers and civilians in an enemy country. 
Spare none. The more men and women and children maimed, tor- 
tured into insanity, or killed in this war, the fewer persons we 
shall have to deal with in establishing the New Order in their 
country, and the fewer combatants there will be to face us in the 
event we are defeated and must fight still another war. The surest 
way to Mittelemopa, then Einwelt, this philosophy continued, is 
over the bodies of any who may oppose it. 

This philosophy in an earlier tryout stage prompted mass 
murders in Belgium, in Serbia, in France, that were— all too con- 
veniently for the Germans, and all too tragically for us— forgotten 
in this and other countries in 1919 and thereafter. We did not see 
the blood upon the hands that were extended to us in the ensuing 
years. We ignored, or belittled, or considered a private affair, the 
open resumption of this plan in 1933 at the expense of the oppo- 
nents of Prussianism and Hitlerism in Germany. We remained 
spectators through the extension of the plan's workings to Aus- 
tria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Denmark, Netherlands, France, 
Jugoslovakia, Greece, a large part of Russia, and even an ally, 
Italy. 

We waited idly an even longer time while another people 
imbued with the same philosophy and, in fact, prompted by the 
same men, carried on a similar plan in Asia, using identical meth- 
ods of torture, murder and enslavement. 

Now, when we have at last been forced to save ourselves from 
the exponents of this philosophy, many still do not comprehend 
that the defeat of one group of conspirators does not end the peril 
if the conspiracy remains and no means of checkmating it per- 
manently is provided. 

That the German conspiracy remains there can be no doubt. 
No correspondent in Germany has found convincing evidence 
that Germans en masse have changed their minds for good. If 
there is regret, it is regret over having been defeated. The belief 
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in a German master race, in the lightness and the necessity of the 
means of establishing it, is ingrained in the national character. 
"Right belongs to those who have strength either to maintain or 
to conquer," said Von Bernhardi, in the last generation, which 
also took to its heart Nietzsche, who wrote contemptuously of 
Christian compassion. Among younger Germans this philosophy 
has been developed beyond Von Bernhardt or Nietzsche's con- 
cept. This is made all too apparent in an official study* of the 
acts of German occupation forces in France, which says : 

There is no doubt whatsoever that the terror methods 
used have been taught (or perhaps merely encouraged) 
in the training of every German. The German has two very 
definite "selfs," the polite, cultured self and the "animal" 
self which is roused in him, like tears in a disappointed child, 
whenever things do not go the way he would like. The "ani- 
mal" self has been turned to many uses by the leaders of the 
German nation. It is from this that the Jew-hater, the soldier, 
and all the aggressive professions of German life are drawn. 
It is but one step forward to develop this self and demand 
from it an even nearer approach to atavism. This has been 
done with great success by the Nazis. Their first step was 
to restore the full force of militarism, from there they started 
a process of "impersonalization"— by which personalities, 
family ties, feeling of humanity, all were submerged in the 
feelings of "national duty." Complete obedience and autom- 
atism had been established. Gone also was the thought of 
questioning on order or a national precept— the right to 
question having disappeared long before. 

It was therefore on this fruitful ground that the terror 
doctrine was sown, and produced such telling results. In the 
last war the German was not so schooled and "prepared" for 
this teaching, so that the results required were not achieved. 

The executors of this terror doctrine can be simply divided 
in the three: 

1. The Gestapo, all police organizations, SS units, all 
parachute units and probably most panzer and Luft- 
waffe units. 

2. The main bulk of the Wehrmacht. 

3. Foreign quisling or Volksdeutsch elements dressed in 
German uniform and inculcated with German doc- 
trine (e.g. Waff en S.S.) 

There is no doubt that the most of all are category ( 1 ) 
very closely followed by category (2), whereas the main

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bulk of the Wehrmacht blindly obey orders, but have not the 
same refinement of natural terror-instinct as the more cul- 
tured in this act. To them terror is natural but does not as 
yet come naturally. No doubt with another twenty years of 
Nazi party governing they would reach the same depth as 
their S.S. brothers. Many officers and NCOs of the Wehr- 
macht qualify for category ( 1 ) and it is on their initiative 
that the automatons work. 

It is certain that those mentioned above in category ( 1 ) , 
having been found suitable to qualify as full-fledged imper- 
sonal Germans, receive instruction in terror methods as 
specialists receive instruction in any instrument of war, as 
the terror is definitely usec£ by the German as an instrument 
in war. 

For the Gestapo and other police organizations this train- 
ing is normal, but other units have passed through so called 
"Terrorist Schools" in which they are taught Reprisal and 
Torture 

A German priest in Switzerland who had fled from Nazi 
Germany, persecuted for anti-religious reasons, avowed that 
his own nephew had wanted to join an SS unit, and had been 
told that to join he must give a proof of his obedience and 
impersonality. He had to kill one of his best friends or near- 
est relations and then stamp on the skull of the corpse until 
he had crushed it. This he did and was duly initiated. The 
priest further insisted that his was the normal method of 
initiation into the SS. 

Some of the torture methods used and instruments dis- 
covered can only have been invented with considerable 
premeditation and it is almost that they were taught as part 
of a current routine in view of the frequence with which the 
same methods are found in widely separated areas. . . . 

All Germans are guilty of handling civilians of an occu- 
pied country with natural brutality. That fact has been 
clearly demonstrated in the South of France. No distinction 
can be made between Gestapo, SS and Wehrmacht. There 
is too much evidence of civilians being thrashed in the street, 
German soldiers clubbing women, children and even old 
clergymen with rifle butts. The evidence can be seen in the 
tightness of the bonds with which their prisoners are tied. 

There is no doubt that now this doctrine has been taught 
nothing can eradicate it from the initiates except their death. 

Extreme caution should be observed in not being misled 
by the Germans ability to preserve his "second self," and to 
relapse behind his mask of politeness and normality, particu- 
larly when defeated. 
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There is an affinity between the ideology and methods of 
Japanese and Germans: Von Bernhardi, Von Ludendorff and 
Rosenberg had their opposite numbers in Japan; the Tanaka 
Memorial is a plan of conquest in the Pacific even more ominous 
than Mein Kampf is in the West. The indiscriminate bombing 
of civilians in Shanghai by the unopposed Japanese air force was 
studied and then applied with greater ferocity by German fliers 
at Madrid. The Japanese gave Germans some lessons in use of 
poison gas in China and developed one means of enslaving and 
destroying people that somehow was overlooked by the Germans : 
deliberate cultivation of dope addiction among masses of Asiatics. 

It is now known that the Germans had enormous quantities 
of a new type of gas, "Green Ring III," with unparalleled poten- 
tialities of frightfulness, with which they could have, given time, 
turned the war into an even greater horror than they produced 
with their V-2 bombs, their anti-personnel mines, and their stu- 
died maltreatment of prisoners in violation of all modern rules of 
war. In its last moments, the Nazi government dispatched blue- 
prints of its latest instruments of murder to Japan by submarine. 

After his capture, Goering took particular pleasure in telling 
interrogators: "You were extremely lucky the war did not last 
another year." The inventor of the V-l and V-2 which killed so 
many defenseless men, women and children in the Netherlands, 
Belgium and England, similarly expressed disappointment that 
Germany had not had time to use a more fearful V-3, which was 
designed to reach the United States. 

Anything could be expected from the nations responsible for 
the crimes detailed in the following pages. Anything must still 
be expected. 

We have the Charter of a United Nations on paper. It deserves 
all our faith and prayers. But let us not forget that a history of the 
world could be assembled from torn scraps of paper. 

President Harry S. Truman, speaking at the closing session of 
the San Francisco Conference, when the Charter was signed, said : 

"All Fascism did not die with Mussolini. Hitler is finished, 
but the seeds spread by his disordered mind have firm root in too 
many fanatical brains. It is easier to remove tyrants and destroy 
concentration camps than it is to kill the idea which gave them 
birth and strength." 
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Weeds are not killed by mowing. Their seeds must be de- 
stroyed and the ground reworked before another crop can be 
grown. 

It must be observed that the monstrous crimes recorded in 
this book were the product of peoples among whom the State 
or heads of State had been deified. Once the democratic concept- 
of a government belonging to the people is displaced by a State 
or State-idol to whom the people belong, through blind faith or 
obedience, and the State alone decides what is right and what is 
wrong, human life inevitably becomes cheap. If a people hafve no 
regard for their own rights, it follows that they have no respect 
for the rights of others. 

The establishment of human rights begins with the individual. 

A few words need to be said at this point about the pictures 
in these pages. We have devoted most of our space to photographs 
because, as a Chinese writer has suggested, a picture is worth ten 
thousand words as evidence. All of them are authentic beyond 
question. With the few exceptions noted, all are from identifiable 
sources. 

If the quality of some of them is wanting, if they are not cry- 
stal-clear, it must be remembered that many of them were taken 
convertly and preserved with difficulty : murderers do not com- 
monly document their crimes with pictures or abet the establish- 
ment of evidence. 

Great praise is due to the various official services for the care- 
ful and conscientious documentation they have given German 
and Japanese atrocities in this war. General Eisenhower, aware 
of the difficulty of making the appalling conditions in camps 
found by Allied Armies fully apparent to the public, very wisely 
gave all possible cooperation to press photographers and news- 
paper correspondents. He arranged for special committees, legis- 
lators and editors to be transported to Germany to see the camps 
for themselves. In France alone, SHAEF's own investigators 
compiled a 13-volume report of eye-witness and photographic 
evidence of German atrocities; and carried on or cooperated in 
similar investigations in other countries. The British, French, Bel- 
gian, Russian, Polish, Norwegian, Chinese and other governments 
concerned all have compiled enormous quantities of confirmatory 
facts supporting every statement in this book. 
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Even the terms "savage" and "barbaric" do not apply to the 
combination of primordial savagery and scientific refinements of- 
sadism which for 15 years has been indulged by hundreds of 
thousands of Germans against helpless men, women, and children 
in accordance with the expressed intent of its High Command to 
exterminate the manpower and reproductive power of non-Ger- 
manic peoples, and the design of its economic overlords to shackle 
the finance, industry and trade of the world to German arms. 
There were no barbarian peoples, in the historical sense of the 
term, to whom murder and robbery were national businesses until 
the ancient Order of Teutonic Knights made total war against 
whole populations, to conquer the land that became Prussia. In 
Prussia they became the Junkers, who succeeded in imposing their 
rule over every German state. Their principles were absolute sub- 
ordination of individual rights to interests of the state, a blood- 
and-iron discipline, unceasing aggression and disregard of all 
Christian morality that conflicted with these. 

Theirs became the only true German philosophy. Nietzsche 
envisaged a Super-man justified in dominating his inferiors and 
giving free scope to the development of his personality regardless 
of others; according to his concept pity and humility are a degen- 
erate morality. Von Schlegel regarded war as necessary as the 
struggle of elements in nature. Von Bernhardi preached of indis- 
pensable conquest. Dietrich von Buelow contended Germany 
must fight only offensive wars. Schopenhauer saw the fundamen- 
tal fact in the universe as will. Treitschke declared "the grandeur 
of war is to be found in these acts considered shocking by a debili- 
tated nation." Friedrich List laid down the principle that Ger- 
many must conquer all countries lying within its sphere of eco- 
nomic action— it must conquer Europe and acquire colonies in 
Australia, New Zealand, India and the Americas. Arndt con- 
tended each nation owed it to itself to take advantage of every 
opportunity for imposing its will, nations which allow such an 
opportunity to slip by deserve spoilation by their neighbors. This 
was the Kultur of cultured Germans. The attitude of the Ger- 
man people in general toward the revelations of the chain of ex- 
termination camps, shows how deeply this philosophy has sunk in. 

"There is a singular lack of regret among the German people," 
said Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam of the M. E. Church, president 
of the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America, upon 
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his return from a tour of observation. "There appears little accept- 
ance of responsibility for the war or a recognition of the pagan 
nature of the German philosophy." 

From countless other observers, official and journalistic, we 
have confirmatory reports of the calm and complacent attitude 
of German citizens who live within smelling distance of such hells 
on earth as Buchenwald, as if the burning alive of foreigners was 
in the nature of things. 

Buchenwald is about four miles from Weimar, home of Goethe 
and a shrine of German culture. Buchenwald was built as a tor- 
ture and murder camp shortly after the Nazis came to power. 
Tens of thousands passed through its indescribable cruelties to 
death. The people of Weimar surely discussed Buchenwald in 
their beer gardens. They surely talked about it over their comfort- 
able hearths. They could not have escaped knowing what was 
happening. 

It is incredible that they did nothing about it only to civilized 
people who do not realize that civilization, as we understand the 
term, was dead in Germany long before the Allied armies entered 
it. It was dead before German bombs and rockets began to lay the 
monuments of civilized life in ruins. It was dead before Germans 
opened Auschwitz— its model for Buchenwald, Vught and Dachau 
and the other extermination camps. It was dead before it con- 
ceived of "biological warfare." Its death throes was the acceptance 
by the generality of German people of philosophy of the Junkers 
and the Permanent War. 

That preordained that they be ruled eventually by an Adolph 
Hitler. If it hadn't been the Shickelgruber Hitler, it would have 
been some other one. As General Dwight D. Eisenhower declared, 
"These wars of Germany have been from the standpoint of the 
[German] General Staff, merely campaigns, merely incidents. 
They started back in 1806 under Scharnhorst and they have de- 
termined to rule Europe and, in my opinion, they have used these 
political leaders that have come along in order to implement their 
own ideas and planning. If they found a Hitler-like leader with 
his tremendous ability of mob psychology who could get the whole 
German nation behind him, he was useful." 

Ingrained by tradition, education and environment with the 
Junker's tenet, "the nothingness of the individual," adopted and 
renamed fascism by Hitler, the German people accepted what he 
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did to them and what he brought them, philosophically. They 
basked in his reflected glory and were as willing to accept the dirty 
jobs, the slaves and the mites of loot that sifted down to them 
as the Junkers were to collect the huge profits Hitler enabled 
them to amass throughout his tenure. 

Unless it is understood that the Germans made their hein- 
ousities as well as their war profitable they are incomprehensible. 
The racial laws enacted by the Hitler government in 1933 had a 
triple purpose. They provided the excuse and device for expro- 
priating or forced sale at a fraction of their value of the factories, 
businesses and other valuable properties of Jews. (Naturally, the 
best of these became the loot of members of the inner ring con- 
trolling the government. ) They provided slave-labor for factories; 
for it was the practise from the beginning to compel inmates of 
concentration camps to work for little or nothing.* Finally, they 
provided the means for the extermination of hundreds of thou- 
sands of persons in accordance with the Master Plan of the Per- 
manent War. 

The process never was confined to the Jews. That was one 
of the things about the German conspiracy most Americans failed 
to comprehend in the Thirties and, perhaps, do not understand 
today. From the beginning, theft of property and literal enslave- 
ment of large numbers of persons of all religious faiths was car- 
ried on in Germany under guise of "laws" for "protection of the 
state." The Germans made no distinctions in conquered coun- 
tries, either. In Holland, a typical example, 940,000 persons— 
10% of Holland's population, were deprived of their property 
and sent to concentration or extermination camps. Only 140,000 
of these were Jews. Nor did the Germans confine their lootings 
and mulctings to their own and their conquered countries. By 
scores of wily devices and fraudulent schemes, they extracted 
gigantic sums from citizens of Great Britain, the United States, 
the other Americas. Through cartel and patent agreements they 
made the whole world pay them tribute. 

Systematic seizure, theft and looting made the people of 
other countries pay largely for the Germans' war. Our armies 
found some of the vast underground caches of treasures, but the

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conspirators who made this war undoubtedly remain in posses- 
sion of enormous quantities of the wealth they amassed through it. 
A great deal is banked or invested abroad, concealed by care- 
fully planned devices. Much of it is in neutral countries from 
which it could be recovered by United Nations machinery only 
with great difficulty*. 

Millions of Germans lie dead and thousands of German homes 
are in ruins. But the Junkers had reckoned on that. There are 
countless Junkers alive to enjoy the wealth and they will feel 
at home anywhere if they get away with it. 

Some may be tried for crimes they committed after 1939. 

But they started this war in 1918. 

Fateful year! It, too, was the year Japan started the present 
war in the Pacific.

in China— all of them taken by force. The announced 
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ostensively insured Chinese independence and an Open 
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ceeding with the conquest of China by fomenting civil 
war, chicanery, bribery, terrorism, murder, drugs — 
checked only by the indomitable spirit of such Chinese 
as were willing and able to fight or oppose them. 

These opponents tried every means within the power 
of a nation without military strength. They established 
a very effective nation-wide boycott of Japanese goods. 
They made it a capital offense for any Chinese to become 
a user of the drugs with which Japan was systematically 
poisoning and sapping Chinese manpower. Every such 
measure prompted the Japanese to redouble their efforts 
to enslave the nation. 

All that the Japs did was in accordance with their 
plans for the mastery of Asia, as set forth in the Tanaka 
Memorial. This got its name from Baron Giichi 
Tanaka, a leader in the "Black Dragon Society," an or- 
ganization of select Army and Navy officers and diplo- 
mats which for more than fifty years has had as its fixed 
aim the swift attainment of Japan's "divine mission" to 
make the Pacific a wholly Japanese domain. To this so- 
ciety, in Mukden, Manchuria, in 1927, Tanaka made a 
declaration, a sort of accounting of his trust, which was 
then embodied in a memorial to the emperor. Excerpts 
from it were divulged secretly to delegates to a meeting 
of the Institute of Pacific Relations who let them out 
of the bag. 

A direct repudiation by the Baron of these sentiments 
attributed to him was required by the delicate diplo- 
matic situation which resulted. But denial of the aims in 
which he believed was not in the Baron's code. Within 
a week he was dead— of "heart failure," it was announced. 
Whereupon Japanese envoys abroad inferred that the 
Memorial was a "forgery." 

Some Tanaka remarks in the Memorial were trans- 
lated as follows: 

If we hope merely to develop trade, we eventu- 
ally will be defeated by England and the United 
States, who possess unsurpassable capitalistic 
power. In the end we will get nothing, for the more 
dangerous factor is that the people of China will 
wake up. 
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For the sake of self-protection, as well as for the 
protection of others, Japan cannot remove the dif- 
ficulties in eastern Asia unless it adopts a policy of 
blood and iron. 

In carrying out such a policy, we have to face 
the United States which, turned against us by 
China's policy, is fighting poison with poison. In the 
future, if we want to control China, we must first 
crush the United States, just as in the past we had 
to fight Russia. 

In order to conquer China we must first conquer 
Manchuria and Mongolia. . . . 

With China's entire resources at our disposal, we 
can proceed to conquer India and Central Asia, 
Asia Minor and even Europe. . . . 

When Japanese envoys abroad (it would have been 
extremely risky for any politician in Tokyo to deny that 
Japan had any plans for mastering Asia ) blandly inti- 
mated this was fiction, the Japs had already established 
themselves in Manchuria and Mongolia as conquerors. 
Did the denial mean there had been a change of heart? 
Well, in February 1932, the chief of the Imperial 
Japanese Intelligence Service in Manchuria went on 
record to this effect : 

They [Americans and English] believe their 
countries have special rights in the Far East. Every 
time Japan tries to move a step they try to find 
some foolish reason for interfering. [Henry L. 
Stimson, Secretary of State in the Hoover Cabinet, 
had denounced Japanese aggression in China.] 

We Japanese do not recognize such rights . . . 
The whole Orient is our sphere of influence and 
must fall under our control. Korea, Manchuria, 
Mongolia and before long China and Siberia as far 
east as Irkutsk will all form one single empire, the 
Empire of Japan. 

And this is but the first part of the program of 
the tasks which the gods have given to our people. 
The second phase calls for the conquest of India 
and of all the islands of the Pacific, also Siberia as 
far as the Ural region. 

Exactly as Hitler declared his intentions in Mein 
Kampf, so Jap militarists articled their objectives. 
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There were countless statements such as those Ad- 
miral Nobumasa Suetsugu made regularly for two dec- 
ades, to the effect that the whites must be eliminated 
from Asia. Meanwhile he held high positions in the navy 
and the cabinet. 

The U. S. apologized to Italy for inflammatory re- 
marks made by Brig. Gen. Smedley Butler but when 
about the same time, Admiral Suetsugu wrote a lauda- 
tory preface to a sensational fiction story of a U/ S.- 
Japanese war, he was not rebuked, instead he was made 
chief of the combined Japanese fleets. 

Japanese officialdom didn't let up in its hymn of hate 
even when it had chosen the day of reckoning. 

A month before the attack on Pearl Harbor, the Jap- 
anese Foreign Minister, Okinori Kaya, declared it was 
Japan's aim to "force Britain and the United States to 
retreat from East Asia." 

Admiral Yamamoto, commander-in-chief of the Jap- 
anese fleet at the time of Pearl Harbor, had already 
declared it was Japan's purpose to invade the United 
States and force it to accept a peace that would reduce 
the country to the condition of a vassal. He himself pro- 
posed to fix these terms sitting in the White House. 

In brief, Japan had been determined to attack the 
United States for more than a decade. It waited for what 
it considered an opportune time, and it found it when 
the U. S. had its attention centered upon Hitler and had 
moved part of the fleet into the Atlantic for convoys. 

All this is recalled from history's pages to show the 
frame of mind of the Japanese long before Pearl Har- 
bor—the frame of mind in which they sent their unop- 
posed air force to bomb Shanghai unmercifully and 
went about their business of butchering China that cut 
a pattern of horror for the Nazis.

larger newspapers printed copious extracts whole document 
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cross-section of all the German concentration camps. From it 
the following is condensed : 

At the time of my arrival, there were 15,000 prisoners in Auschwitz. 
Auschwitz camp headquarters controls also the work-camp of Birkenau and 
the farm labor camp of Harmense. All the prisoners arrive first at Auschwitz 
where they are provided with numbers and then are either kept there, sent 
to Birkenau or, in small numbers to Harmense. The prisoners receive con- 
secutive numbers and as every number is only used once, the last number 
always corresponds to the number of prisoners actually in the camp. At the 
time of our escape (April 1944), the number had risen up to 180,000. At 
the outset the numbers were tattooed on the left breast, but later, due to 
their becoming blurred, on the left forearm. 

[Thousands of deportees who were sent to Birkenau later for immediate 
"processing" in the gassing and cremating plants apparently received no 
numbers.] 

Within the enclosure of Auschwitz there are a war production plant, a 
factory belonging to Krupps and one to the Siemens concern. Outside the 
camp is a tremendous plant covering several square kilometers named 
"Buna." The prisoners work in all these factories. 

The buildings we found on our arrival had been erected by 12,000 Rus- 
sian prisoners of war brought there in December, 1941. In severe winter 
weather they had to work under inhuman conditions, as a result of which 
most of them died. We found the surviving Russians in a terrible state, living 
in an unfinished building without the slightest protection against cold or 
rain. They died en masse. 

I was put to work in an armament factory at Auschwitz, but was housed 
in Birkenau. We left early in the morning, worked in the carpentry shop and 
on road construction, and returned at night. Our food consisted of one litre 
of turnip soup at midday and 300 grams of bad bread in the evening. The 
mortality was so high that every day our group of 200 had 30 to 35 dead. 
Many were beaten to death by the overseers— during work, without provoca- 
tion. The gaps in our ranks caused by these deaths were replaced daily by 
prisoners from Birkenau. Our return from Auschwitz at night was extremely 
painful and dangerous, as we had to drag along over a distance of 5 kilo- 
meters our tools, firewood, heavy cauldrons, and the bodies of those who had 
died or had been killed during the working day. With these heavy loads we 
were forced to maintain a brisk pace, and anyone incurring the displeasure 
of one of the "Capos," or foremen, was cruelly knocked down, if not beaten 
to death. At Birkenau we were counted and the bodies of the dead were piled 
up on flat, narrow-gauge cars or in a truck and taken to the Birch Forest 
where they were burned in a long trench several meters deep. Those unable 
to work any longer were also sent to the Birch Forest, to be killed. . . . 

At the end of February, 1943, a new gassing plant and crematorium was • 
opened at Birkenau. The disposals in the Birch Forest were discontinued. 
The large ditch was filled in, and the ground levelled, so that today it is 
almost impossible to find traces of the mass murders there. 

At present there are four crematoria at Birkenau, two large ones, I and II, 
and two smaller ones, III and IV. Those of type I and II consist of three 
parts: the furnace room; the "reception hall"; and the gas chamber. A huge 
chimney rises from the furnace room around which are grouped nine fur- 
naces, each having four openings. Each opening can take three normal corpses 
at once every hour and a half. This corresponds to a daily capacity of about 
2,000 bodies. The "reception hall" is arranged to give the impression it's the 
antechamber of a bathing establishment. From there a door and a few steps 
lead down into the long and narrow gas chamber. The walls of this chamber 
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are camouflaged with simulated entries to shower rooms to mislead the 
victims entering the chamber. The roof is fitted with three traps which can be 
hermetically closed from the outside. A track leads from the gas chamber 
towards the furnace room. The victims are brought into the reception room 
where they are told to undress. To complete the fiction that they are going 
to bathe, each person receives a towel and a small piece of soap issued by 
men clad in white coats. Then they are crowded into the gas chamber in 
such numbers that there is, of course, only standing room. To compress 
this crowd into the narrow space, shots are often fired to induce those already 
at the far end to huddle still closer together. 

[Another witness testified that one crematoria attendant named "Moll" 
expanded the capacity still further by throwing children in through a 
window.] 

When it is filled to capacity, the heavy doors are closed. Then there is a 
short pause, presumably to allow the room temperature to rise to a certain 
level, after which SS. men wearing gas masks climb on the roof, open the 
traps, and shake down a preparation in powder form out of tin cans labelled 
Zyklon, "for use against vermin," which is manufactured by a Hamburg 
concern. After three minutes everyone in the chamber is dead. No one is 
known to have survived it. The chamber is then opened, aired, and the 
"special squad" carts the bodies on flat trucks to the furnaces to be burned. 

[Another witness testified that before the burning, members ota special 
contingent removed the corpses' gold teeth or rings, cut off their hair, which 
was collected into bags and sent to factories.] 

Crematoria III and IV work the same, but their capacity is only half 
as large. Thus the total capacity of the four cremating and gassing plants 
at Birkenau amounts to about 6,000 daily. 

Generally only Jews are gassed; Aryans very seldom, as they are usually 
given "special treatment" by shooting. Before the crematoria were put into 
service, the shooting took place in the Birch Wood and the bodies were 
burned in the long trench; later, however, executions took place in the large 
hall of one of the crematoria especially prepared for this purpose. 

Prominent officials from Berlin were guests at the opening of the first 
crematorium. The "program" consisted of the gassing and burning of 8,000 
Cracow Jews. The special peephole fitted into the door of the gas chamber 
was in constant use.

Other hundreds of thousands had been killed previously in cruder gassing 
barracks in the Birch Wood or shot.

thrown. This continued into the Autumn of 1942. By this time extermination 
by gas was being intensified and there was no more time even for such sum- 
mary burial. Row upon row of bodies of murdered Jews, covered only by a 
thin layer of earth, were widely dispersed in the surrounding fields, causing 
the soil to become almost marshy through the putrefaction of the bodies. The 
smell emanating from these fields became intolerable. In the Autumn of 
1942 all that remained of the bodies had to be exhumed and the bones col- 
lected and burned in the new crematoria. The immense quantity of human 
ashes thus collected was carted away in every direction to be scattered 
over the fields where these martyrs had found their last rest. 

When the crematoria were finished, the number of arrivals was steadily 
increasing. Gassing and burning were carried out at record speed but the 
number of corpses became so large that occasionally the Germans resorted 
to the former method of open air cremation. It is estimated that approxi- 
mately one and a half million Jews were exterminated in this manner. 

[Why didn't these persons try to escape? The narrators explain that 
most were unaware of the fate that awaited them in the camouflaged "bath- 
house" when they had been stripped of their property or usefulness. Pri- 
soners who were employed anywhere in the process and might have told 
about it were in turn executed. Of those who did try to escape, very few ever 
succeeded. Three rings of fences and guards eager to kill surrounded the 
enclosures. Tattoos upon their bodies, shaved heads and distinctive clothes, 
identified them as prisoners. There were periodic roll calls and a missing 
prisoner caused sirens to be sounded that roused the whole countryside. Any 
resident of the district knew the penalty for aiding any prisoner was instant 
death. A prisoner, upon recapture, was tortured to death within sight of the 
whole camp— after witnessing such a death the gas chamber could seem a 
kind way to die. The cold calculating Nazis had anticipated every possi- 
bility. Relatives who might have aided escapes rarely knew where their kin 
had been taken; there was no communication between prisoners and the 
outside. It must be remembered, too, that deportees were made weak and 
spiritless by starvation and ill-health.] 

Typhus broke out in the camp. To check the epidemic, Germans killed 
all the contaminated prisoners, as they lay helpless with intracardial phenol 
injections administered by a lance-corporal in the medical corps. Many 
were women. 

Women prisoners were guinea pigs in endless experiments in artificial 
insemination, sterilization and other projects of the medical department. 
Suicides of girls were frequent and were mostly committed by throwing one's 
self against high tension wires of the inner fence. 

Relatives of the victims of Birkenau were duly informed but the cause 
of death was always given as "natural." 

Auschwitz and Birkenau were patterns for all German death 
factories and, indeed, trained men to be administrators of them— 
"Killer" Kramer of Belsen was a "graduate" of Auschwitz. But 
there were variations in the pattern, such as these : 

An execution chamber built like a theatre with spectators' 
seats for German officials on a dais was built in Pangrac Prison, 
Prague, in 1943. There the Nazis killed at least 1,078 Czechs, in- 
cluding 250 women. When a prisoner had heard the verdict in an 
adjoining criminal court, a black curtain was drawn aside and 
he was taken straight to the white-tiled place of execution. 
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The German physician and his nurse who ran the death-house 
in Hadamar admitted to American officers that they killed victims 
by injecting a powerful poison directly into their hearts that acted 
"almost instantly." German civil authorities estimated that 5,000 
prisoners were killed at Hadamar by poison and drugs, another 
15,000 by gas. 

At Buchenwald,* in the "Little Camp," where prisoners slept 
16 to a shelf, an infraction of discipline— particularly an attempt 
to escape— not infrequently resulted in all 16 being condemned. 
Such persons were immediately marched to a small door in the 
fence of the back yard at a point immediately adjacent to the 
incinerator building. This door opened inward until it hit a door 
stop which held it in a position parallel to the building's wall, thus 
creating a corridor 4 feet wide and 3 feet deep. At the far end 
was an opening about 4 feet by 4 feet, flush with the ground, the 
head of a concrete shaft, about 13 feet deep, the bottom floor of 
which was a continuation of the concrete floor of the room at the 
front end of the basement. The condemned prisoners, on being 
hurried and pushed through the door in the fence, inevitably fell 
into this shaft and crashed 13 feet down to the cement cellar 
floor. This room, on the floor at one end of which they now found 
themselves, was the strangling room. As they hit the floor they 
were garroted, with a short double-end noose, by SS. guards and 
hung on hooks along the side walls, about 6V2 feet above the 
floor. When a consignment had been hung up, any who were still 
struggling were stunned by a wooden mallet, which was exhibited 
to us in the chamber still bearing stains of blood. The bodies were 
left on the hooks until called for by the incinerator crew. 

In Orel (Russia) Germans deliberately poisoned seventeen 
workers from a sheet metal shop with mustard gas and then 
placed them in a German hospital for detailed clinical and labora- 
tory examination. The victims were frequently photographed 
and demonstrated to German doctors who passed through town. 

At Dachau, Dr. Klaus Schilling infected 1,060 prisoners with 
malaria in a search for an anti-malaria serum. He experimented 
at the same time with rabbits and guinea pigs, to observe the rela-

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tive reliability of laboratory tests on human and animals. It is 
estimated a third of the humans he used died. 



Also at Dachau, a Dr. Rascher tested devices to enable saving 
Luftwaffe pilots who fell into the North Sea to withstand the icy 
waters. To do this he designed a cistern with an iron collar equip- 
ped with a freezing apparatus. The cistern then was filled with 
salt water and the victim chosen for the experiment, dressed in 
clothing to be tested, was immersed in the water, except for his 
head which was rendered immobile by the iron collar. The victim's 
hands then were chained to keep him from thrashing about. Then 
the water was chilled to lower temperatures. 

Dr. Rascher's experiments extended to find out the best and 
fastest method of bringing the victim back to consciousness. Some- 
times he would plunge the inert stripped body into hot water 
immediately. Sometimes the unconscious victim would simply be 
stretched out naked in a room of normal temperature to await 
death or revivication, however things turned out. 

At the Kaufbeuren Sanitorium near Munich, hundreds of 
German mental and physical defectives, including many children, 
were killed by doctors who continued their assigned work of 
"improving the race" by Nazi standards even after Germany's 
surrender to the Allies.* The head nurse confessed she had per- 
sonally killed 210 children and received a bonus for her work. 
Another nurse admitted she was responsible for the deaths of 
30 to 40 persons. In the sanitorium's morgue were a number of 
bodies of victims, some of whom died only a few days before U. S. 
authorities discovered them. None weighed over 75 pounds and 
some adults' bodies appeared to have weighed about 60 pounds. 

Among the survivors of the sanitorium was a 10-year-old 
boy who weighed 22 pounds as the result of systematic starvation. 

This was not the only extermination plant for children at 
Munich. There also was the Haar-Englfing Insane Asylum on the 
outskirts, in which nearly 300 children from six months to 16 
years had been killed with drugs between 1941 and 1945, and 
about 2,000 adults had been deliberately starved to death on the 
spot or sent to another institution at Linz for cremation.

In other nations, men had thought of utilizing 
rockets as weapons. Some had used them for setting fire 
to fortifications or shipping, to throw cavalry horses into 
disorder, as projectiles against combatants. 

Germans produced rockets to murder unarmed and 
defenseless civilians when their Luftwaffe bombers 
failed to put enough Englishmen in their graves or upon 
their knees. The V-2 had no other purpose than to de- 
stroy civilian morale — by destroying civilians. Fired at 
the distance the Germans employed it against England, 
it could not be directed at a specific military target — an 
airfield, an ammunition dump, a shell factory or such.

The earlier V-l rocket bomb which the Germans 
sent hurtling across the Channel had a buzz-buzz sound 
that signaled its approach.

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An American captured in the Ardennes told of Ger- 
mans stripping Americans of their shoes and forcing 
them to march thirty-five miles barefooted. At his stalag 
prisoners were billeted in flimsy, rotting, wooden build- 
ings, one of which housed 160 men. This was possible 
because the building, sixty by forty feet, was utterly 
bare of furniture. There were no beds, no chairs, not 
even blankets. The stench of this building was over- 
powering. His description continued : 

Soup without substance, ersatz bread, indigestible cheese 
and a vile coffee substitute were handed out in microscopic por- 
tions. When a starved prisoner died, his fellows would not report 
it for several days but would keep the corpse, hoping to live a 
little longer themselves by getting the dead man's rations. 

The sanitation facilities for this building, housing 160, con- 
sisted of one water tap, from which a feeble dribble splashed into 
a crusted, tiny bowl. The toilet was a hole in the floor. These had 
to serve the 160, who had no soap, no towels, only cold water. 
They slept on the bare floor, crowding every inch. Not all could 
lie down at the same time because of insufficient floor space. 
There and in other camps they were subjected to the 

same cruelties and forced to do the same slave-labor 
that millions of Russians, Poles, French and others had 
been undergoing for three and four years. One of them 
testified that when he leaned on his shovel for a few 
seconds' respite from the forced labor, which went on 
ten hours a day, seven days a week, a German drove a 
pick through his hand. Guards made him continue to 
work with the wound unattended. He improvised a 
bandage from tissue paper, and when he paused in his 
toil a day or two later to adjust the bandage, another 
German struck him to the ground with a shovel. While 
he was down, unconscious, still another German ground 
his heel into the injured hand. 

Among 21,000 graves at Fallingbostel prisoner-of- 
war camp are a number which contain U. S. soldiers. 
It is known that a great many prisoners at this camp 
were buried alive by Germans. Some may have been 
American boys.

in the Philippines, better than Clark Lee. Among the 
dispatches in which this brilliant correspondent wrote 
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They were the commandants or the sentries at Nichols Field work 
project outside Manila, where for two and one-half years American 
prisoners slaved as laborers until they dropped, starved, sick and ex- 
hausted, and were taken off to die. 

The story of this Nichols Field camp is far more shocking than the 
Bataan death march. That lasted only a few days. This saga of systema- 
tic torture and murder continued for more than 29 months. 

It proves that the rape of Nanking and the Hongkong massacres 
and the Bataan death march were not isolated acts performed in the 
heat of the moment. They were manifestations of the true Japanese 
character and grim warnings of what the Japanese will do on a larger 
scale, if we are so stupid as to let them escape punishment for their 
crimes. 

The Nichols Field project started in June, 1942, with prisoners taken 
at Cavite, Manila and some harbor forts. They were assigned to rebuild 
and enlarge the former American airfield. Later, survivors of the Bataan 
death march who had been taken first to Camp O'Donnell and then 
transferred to Cabanatuan were sent to Nichols Field. 

Moto was the first commandant. He was called White Angel by the 
Americans because as a lieutenant in the Imperial Navy he always 
dressed in an immaculate white uniform. He was about 32 years old. 
He stayed at Nichols Field one year, one month and five days. 

Nichols was a Japanese naval landing party (Marines) camp. The 
naval landing party is supposed to be the elite of all Japanese service 
corps. Its hand-picked men are bigger and stronger than the average 
subject of Hirohito. At Nichols they dressed in whites with black cords 
around their shoulders. 

Under Moto they forced Americans to endure unspeakable horrors. 
Moto personally murdered Americans. 

Hundreds of Americans still alive can testify to the truth of this: 

One day, after work had been going on for months on starvation 
rations, an American private named Martin [ real names of murdered 
men are not used out of consideration for their families] collapsed 
on the runway at Nichols. He was too weak to work. Sentries took word 
to White Angel's office and Moto-San came out to the runway. 

"Get up and work," he ordered Martin, "or you'll be shot." 

Martin, suffering terribly from dysentery, couldn't possibly stand. 
White Angel barked orders to the sentries. 

The sentries jabbed four nearby Americans with rifle butts and made 
them pick up Martin and carry him to the Pasay School barracks where 
the prisoners were billeted. 

Three Japs gave Martin a bath under a shower and cleaned his 
ragged clothes as much as possible. They gave him a cigaret. 

White Angel called all the Americans in from work and they knew 
something extraordinary was happening. Moto told them what it was. 

Martin was to be shot as an example to those who wouldn't work 
for the Japanese empire. 

He summoned an American captain to witness the execution. Martin 
managed to climb to his feet and stumble outside. He even smiled, 
contemptuously. Holding a pistol to Martin's head, Moto marched 
him just behind the barracks, with the American captain following. 
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The men inside the barracks heard a shot, a pause, and another shot. 

The American captain came back and told them what had happened. 

White Angers first bullet hadn't killed Martin. As the American 
went down, he called out: "Captain, tell them Martin went down 
smiling." 

The White Angel stepped up and shot him again, in the head. 
Moto-San was only getting started. 

Moto committed his second cold-blooded murder With a sword. 

An American marine endured daily beatings for months, and then 
one day he made a break to escape. Five hours later the Japs found 
him in long grass off the runway. Moto-San ordered his execution. 
Again, an American officer was called upon as a witness. 

The marine was taken behind the prisoners' barracks and forced to 
kneel. Steadily and unwaveringly he looked at Moto as the Jap officer 
drew his sword and stepped forward to behead him. 

It wasn't quick, or neat. It was a brutal hacking to death. 

After Moto had washed off the blood and changed to a clean, white 
uniform he lined up all prisoners outside the barracks and made a 
speech through an interpreter. He warned other would-be escapers that 
they would receive similar treatment. 

The White Angel got in his car and went to Manila where he bought 
a white cross and a bouquet of flowers. He buried the marine near the 
barracks and placed the cross and flowers on the grave. He summoned 
more than 800 American prisoners and made them march past the 
grave, while a photographer took pictures of them— and of Moto, stand- 
ing in a military pose beside the cross. 

That was to show the world how well the Japanese treated Ameri- 
cans who were unfortunate enough to "die of illness" in prison camps. 

To prevent escapes, the Japanese installed the "10-system" that 
prevails in their country and in conquered countries. The American 
prisoners were divided into groups of 10 and told that if one man 
escaped, and was not recaptured, the nine others would be shot. 

Nevertheless, five men tried it. Four were retaken and brutally 
beaten until nearly dead, but the fifth got away. The remaining nine of 
his group were executed by a firing squad. Among the nine was his 
brother. 

Thereafter the Americans agreed among themselves not to try to 
escape. 

Moto had other tricks. One was to force prisoners who could hardly 
walk to double-time for three-quarters of an hour, running bare-footed 
on the gravel until their feet were gashed and bleeding and each step 
was a terrible torment. Anybody who fell down would be beaten by 
sentries with pick handles or rifles. 

At 2 a.m., the White Angel, roaring drunk after a revel in Manila's 
red light district, would come raging into the prisoners' barracks and 
force the Americans to line up. Then he would take a chair and drink 
from a bottle while the weary prisoners did calesthenics for a half 
hour or longer, until Moto tired of the sport. 

For the prisoners', day started at 6: 15 a.m., when a sentry's shouted: 
"Bango!" which meant get up from the floor, where each man slept in a 
space 36 inches wide. 
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The weakened and sick men did calesthenics for 15 minutes. After 
that there was roll call. Each American was required to answer the 
roil cali in Japanese, and mispronunciation brought a blow to the face.

-fter breakfast there was sick call, but only 50 men daily from an 
average of 600 men were allowed a day off for sickness. Those too 
sick to walk had to be carried or dragged by their comrades when at 
7:30 a.m. the daily torture march started to Nichols Field. 

At first the Filipinos lined the route and tried to give the Americans 
food and shoes, and even dropped cigarets on the pavement for the 
prisoner!- to pick up. But the Japs broke this up by cold-bloodedly 
shooting several Filipinos. 

Enroute to the field, Jap sentries at their moronic whim and com- 
pletely without provocation would suddenly attack the prisoners. 

Rifle butts were smashed into the small of men's backs and for 
months afterward the injured men suffered excruciatingly. Some backs 
were broken, some kidneys ruined for life. The sentries got a lot of 
pleasure out of dropping rifle butts on bare toes, crushing them against 
the pavement. Some sentries carried iron clubs with which they brutally 
broke arms and legs. Those felled had to be picked up and aided along 
by their comrades. Otherwise they would have been beaten to death 
where they lay— and this happened not once, but many, many times. 

A sentry called "Pistol Pete" broke the arms of at least five men 
with an iron bar. "Saki Sam," a Jap marine, used a similar weapon to 
beat unmercifully Americans who whistled. 

The Americans were marched to gravel pits, where they were con- 
tract laborers, paid 10 centavos daily, which meant at the end of the 
month they had the equivalent of $1.40. This would buy six bananas 
at the Japanese commissary. 

For this they were required to load a specified number of two-ton 
railroad cars'daiiy. The quota was fixed by the Japs with diabolical 
cruelness according to each man's weakness. 

"It was always," released prisoners say, "about two cars more than 
you could possibly fill with a pick and shovel by sunset." 

So they had to keep working until late each night to fill the quota. 

Under a starvation diet, with beatings and without medicines, more 
and more Americans began to collapse. An American doctor went to 
the camp commandant— by then another naval lieutenant, "The Wolf," 
had relieved White Angel— and said: "Unless the men get more food 
they are going to die." 

In a rage, The Wolf ordered a sentry to club the doctor. Another 
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doctor, a major, intervened to try to stay the slashing blows rained 
down on his fellow officer's head. 

As a result, the major was repeatedly slugged with a pistol, four 
teeth were knocked out and his jaw was broken. 

The Wolf then addressed the bleeding men : 

"I don't care if you all die. There's a hundred million more like you 
in America. Soon they'll all be our slaves." 

Nearly every morning The Wolf entered the bin racks, selected those 
Americans who appeared to be the sickest and lined them up outside. 
There, he had a narrow foot-deep ditch for a special purpose. The. pri- 
soners were forced to stand with their legs astride the ditch and rhen 
place their hands on the ground and do 50 pushups. If any Amf^-io 
arms gave way and his stomach touched the ditch the sentries who 
were standing by beat him with pick handles 

Like his predecessor, The Wolf personally murdered Americans. A 
boy from New Mexico collapsed on the runway from malaria and w?js 
carried back to the barracks. The Wolf entered that evening and saw 
the soldier still unconscious. He banged the be y's head on the concrete 
floor and kicked him brutally about the head. Naturally, the boy didn't 
revive. So The Wolf carried him into the shower, plugged the outlet, 
turned on the water and held the boys head under water with his foot 
until he drowned. At least 50 Americans saw that. 

Another day an American started to walk away from Nichols Field 
and the Japs hollered stop or they'd shoot. The American didn't care 
by that time. He just shouted back: "Go ahead. Shoot." 

But seeing that he wanted to die that way, the Japs wouldn't let him. 
Sentries ran and caught him and dragged him to the barracks. They 
strung him up by his thumbs outside the doorway and then placed a 
bottle of beer and a meat sandwich in front of him. By evening he 
was dead. • 

The Japs forced an American doctor to sign a certificate saying that 
death was due to heart disease. It was so reported through Geneva. 

Then there was the private who was suffering from dysentery and 
couldn't walk, So the Japs made him waterboy. He started to walk to 
the latrine and collapsed on the field, where he lay unnoticed for 
several hours. A Jap sentry, already nicknamed "Rabbit Killer" because 
of his habit of sending men to the latrine and taking pot shots at them, 
shot the private as he lay in the grass, while the other prisoners watched. 
Rabbit Killer then tied a rope to the private and dragged him into the 
weeds. He reported to his officers that the American had been trying 
to escape. 

Five hours later the wounded man still was alive. His moans attracted 
the Rabbit Killer who shot him again. 

Witnesses say: "They simply threw dirt on him where he lay. He's 
a part of Nichols Field now." 

Usually when a man was almost certain to die they sent him to 
Bilibid Hospital— because in international records it looked better to 
have prisoners die there, rather than at work. 

Some rescued prisoners hate the Japs most because they held back 
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mail, stole cigarettes, and allowed the Americans to have only two Red 
Cross packages— at Christmas in 1942 and 1943. 

After our Leyte landings the attitude of the Jap and Formosan 
guards changed amazingly. The same men who for two years had 
unmercifully beaten Americans now tipped their hats, grinned and said 
"please" and "thank you." They were very polite. 

They became more so with the landings on Mindoro and Luzon. 

That's what we can expect from Tokyo shortly. 

A group of suave, Harvard-educated businessmen diplomats who 
have many old friends in America will come forward with hats in hand, 
bowing and saying: "So sorry, please. All very bad mistake." 

But if you take the word of Americans who know— who know war 
better than missionaries, or State Department officials, or any others 
who may still think that the Japanese are a cultured people— you 
won't believe it. 

The true Japan showed its face at the Nichols Field work camp. 

There is enormous documentation of what has hap- 
pened to other Japanese captives, white and oriental. 
Thousands of cases could be cited. 

For example, Captain Samuel C. Grashio, USAAF, 
who was starved down from 145 to 90 pounds while a 
Jap prisoner, has told of seeing an American soldier 
deliberately crushed to death by a Jap tank, and an 
American boy of 19, "nothing but skin and bones, almost 
gone from chronic dysentery, lying naked by a garbage 
pit" in the Davao penal colony, a hell-hole rivaling Ger- 
man concentration camps in its horrors. 

When Americans recaptured Davao, they found 
about 150 skeletons in hospital beds, on the porch and 
on an untended walk overgrown by wild squash. Some 
were identified as Filipinos, but nlany officially are re- 
corded as Americans. There was evidence the deaths 
were caused by deliberate neglect and desertion. Re- 
treating Japanese took physical-able prisoners and left 
the remainder to starve or die of disease. 

Bishop William C. Quinn, Roman Catholic Vicarate 
of Yukiant, China, told* of Japs repeatedly engaging in 
a new form of torture that involved tying two husky 
Chinese males to a bamboo pole of sufficient buoyancy 
to keep them afloat. 

The hapless victims were tied securely, back to back, in such 
a manner that only one could keep his head above water. Then 
they were tossed into the river. 

*In a copyrighted story in the Los Angeles Examiner. 
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Along the banks the Jap soldiers shrieked in unrestrained 
merriment as the stricken pair, whose feet were left untied, kicked 
and splashed for the advantage of remaining above the water. 
Neither could emerge alive. In rare instances, when one would 
float with his head above the water, over the corpse of his drowned 
countryman, the Japs would riddle him with bullets. 

On one highway, he said, Japs stood on bridges being 

used by refugees streaming into the interior. As aged 
Chinese would pass by, Jap soldiers would push them 
off into the water. Those who could not swim, of course, 
drowned; those who could swim afforded targets for 
"playful" Jap riflemen. 

In 1938, an Italian **who served the Japanese as 
a secret agent in China and lived to write his memoirs, 
quoted a high official on the Japanese plan of exploiting 
Manchuria. It was subsequently adapted to other in- 
vaded countries. 

Our system consists, first, in secretly granting monopolies 
to trustworthy individuals; second, in compelling the rich Chinese 
and Russians— and especially the rich Jews— to part with con- 
siderable portions of their wealth. . . . 

Those who may have been granted monopoly concessions pay 
very heavy sums. We must watch our officers, for whatever money 
we manage to extract from the Manchurians must go to the 
Japanese government, not the Japanese officers. 

The monopolies referred to were operations of 
opium-smoking dens; the sale of narcotics; the importa- 
tion of Japanese prostitutes; use of prisoner slave-labor; 
banditry (which, he explained, served many useful pur- 
poses, such as providing pretexts for punitive expedi- 
tions against and looting of Chinese localities.), and 
scores of other devices. 

A statement of James V. Forrestal, Secretary of the 
Navy, revealed that 

On one of the islands that our men took on the Solomons, 
the Japanese labor groups were shot like cattle by their own 
troops rather than permit their surrender. 

To such leaders, labor is a commodity to be disciplined, ex- 
ploited and killed when necessary. In their world there is no place 
for negotiation between employer and worker. The lash and the 
gallows are their negotiators. 

There we have evidence of the affinity between Jap- 
anese and German, and all fascist, thinking. Also there 
are numerous cases of the wholesale slaughter of their

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This starved, tortured American was trying to get a drink of water when death 
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When a succession of prisoner-of-war photos ap- 
peared in the press, revealing the extreme youth of many 
members of German armies, some Americans cluck- 
clucked, regarded the youths as a last resort, and took 
them as a sure si<*n of quick Nazi defeat. They guessed 
the youths were Hitler's unwilling and worst soldiers. 
Actually, they were among his best and cruelist. Nazi 
schools had trained them from infancy in cruelty, they 
knew nothing else. They fought on after older men, who 
possibly had memories of kinder days, had cracked up; 
they prolonged the war. 

An American of German forebears who was an inter- 
preter has provided an unforgettable picture of one of 
the New Generation in Germany— the generation we 
must deal with for twenty years : 

He stood there before the Intelligence Officer a boy of fourteen, 
in an oversize uniform, with a large jack-knife dangling from his 
belt, no hat, and a pair of shoes that looked as though he would 
have to take two steps before they moved. 

It was not easy to make him talk. How did he get here? What 
was his unit? He might have wanted to cry, but there were no 
tears in his eyes. There was "no expression" on his, face. Most 
fundamental things he did not know. He couldn't write his name: 
he had forgotten how to write. Was he a soldier? His eyes light- 
ened: U I am a good soldier!" he said. 

This "good soldier" lost his family during an air raid on Halle, 
while he was out with the local Hitler Youth formation "on a field 
march." Then he joined the army. The Intelligence Officer gath- 
ered that this boy was glad his parents were gone. 

What was wrong with them? They couldn't have been "good 
Nazis" because they did not approve with proper enthusiasm of 
the days which their Gerhard wasted with training with the Hitler 
Youth, nor his fanatical loyalty to the "Party." 

How long had he been living the life of a soldier? Weeks? 
Years? Time did not mean much to him, but as subtle guidance 
produced a train of thought in his mind he recounted what he had 
gone through with the Wehrmacht.
